IMPOSING CEREMONY AT THE 
CENOTAPH 


TROOPS TO VISIT CHINATOWN 

King’s Birthday Parade in Hong 
Kong on Monday, June_8—which is 
a Bank holiday—will carry a spe- 
eial significance for this outpost of 
Empire, a3 it will with any other 
part of the: Empire. in that it will 
be’ the. first ‘since the recovery. of 
H.M. King George V from his 
recent illness, Spectacular but none 
theless fitting, the parade in 
Stdtue-square by the Cenotaph and 
the following yrand routg“march 
through the cily to “Ohinatown;” 
as was the case last year when 
Commanding’ Officérs were mounted 
on chargers, are certain to be seen 
by a large number. 

Ten o’cldck is. the time fixed for 
the ceremonial to begin, with ‘the 
arrival of H.E. the Governor (Sir 
Ceci] Clementi, K.C.M.G.) at the 
Cenotaph, : 7 

Three Guards of Honour 

Three will be ‘three Guards of 
Honour, each comprising two offi- 
cers (one of whom . will bear the 
King's Colour of his unit) and 50 
men. These will be furnished by 
the ist Battalion the Somerset 
Light Infantry, the: 2nd Battalion 
the King's Own Scottish Borderers 
and: the 8rd Battalion the 15th 
Punjab Regiment. 

A massed band frem the three 
battalions named and from the 
Hong Kong Volunteer Defence 
Corps will be on duty to play the 
Anthem. 

After the usual inspection the 
Royal Salute will be fired by the 1st 
Mountain Rattery, Hong Kong 
Singapore Brigade, Royal Artillery 
drawn up on Murray parade groand, 
At intervals’ during the salute, the 
Somersets will” fire three feus-de- 
joie. And, finally, the troops will 
give three cheers for His Majesty 
the King. 

Detachments

CANTON'S ADVANCE AGAINST 
KWANGSI 

NO MORE REINFORCEMENTS 

According. to information. reach- 

ing the Colony this morning, Tak- 

hing has riot yet been occupied by 

the Cantonese Army advancing up 


{the West River against Kwangsi 


but the retreating Kwangsi forces 
are believed to have evacuated Tak- 
hing in their fall-back on Wuchow. 

Takhing, be it noted, is one of the 
ports of call for steam-boats going 
up from Hong Kong to Wuchow, the 
port of Kwangsi and the present 
base ‘of operations of the. Kwangsi- 
ites. It is.42 miles from Wuchow 
and, since the Cantonese have not 
yet taken Takhing, they can hardly 
have redched Wuchow yet. 

Traffic Resumed 
Canton; To-day. ~ 

For the first time since May 6, 
the services of all three railwaya 
running out of Canton resumed 
full services on May 28 The 
Canton-Hankow (Kwangtung sec- 
tion) the Canton-Samshui and the 
Canton-Kowloon (Chinese section) 
Railways are now keaping up 
their regular schedule 
local and express trains daily, 

Water traffic on the North and 
the East Rivers has also been re- 
stored to normal, except on the 
West River. where it is safe only 
as far as within the Cantonese 
Army's control,

will be likely, 
“Breaking Point” 
Wuchow, Yesterday. 
Reports have reached here that 
Marshal Chiang -Kai-shek and 
Genera] Feng Yu-hsiang have de- 
finitely come to the breaking point. 
Feng Yu-hsiang’s supporters in 
Wuchow (ie, of the Kwangsi fac- 
tion) discount all rumours that he 
will go abroad on account .of his 
subordinates having turned against 
him. Such supporters also do not 
believe'in the wholesale desertion of 
his subordinates in’ order to join 
Chiang Kai-shek’s ranks, as claimed 
by the pro-Nanking faction to be 
the case—Nan Chung Kuo News 
Service. 
Accusation of Lying 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 
’ General Feng . Yu-hsiang’s ° sup- 
porters in Shanghai are making a 
general charge against the Nankimw 
(Nationalist) publicity service, 
denying that his lieutenant, General 
Han Fuchu and others have turned 
against him. The reported inten- 
tion of Feng Yu-hsiang to leave 
China is also said to be a fabrica- 
tion of the Nanking publicity ser- 
vice.—Nan Chung Kuo New Service. 
Raid on Consulate 
Tn the interval it is thought that 
the raid on the Russian Consulate 
at Harbin concerns the “Christian 
General.” (See under “Reds in 
Consulate Basement in this issue. 
Shanghai, To-day. 
Information circulated by the 
Kuomintang Headquarters in Nan- 
king includes a statement that Gen- 
eral Feng Yu-hsiang will retire 
from military and political service 
in China and will go to Moscow.— 
Nan Chung Kuo News Service. 
Doubis in Hupeh 
Hankow, Yesterday. 
The local headquarters ‘of the 
former Hupch leaders, Chen Ju-hai 
and Li Shih-chao, were raided by 
(pro-Nanking) garrison troops. 
The cause of the raid is not 
definitely ascertained, but it is be- 
lieved that treacherous moves are 
afoot in west Hupeh, where these 
Generals’ troops are stationed. 
The attitude of all the former 
Hupeh commanders, who oceupy 
Kingchow, Shasi and - other cities 
to the west, is considered most 
doubtful, and though Hu Kuo- 
kwang is at present at Shasi en- 
deavouring a re-organisation, it is 
believed that in the event of hos- 
tilities no reliance whatever could 
be placed on these elements— 
Reuter.

Playing at Sheffield. Yorkshire 
drew with the South Africans in 
a high scoring match.

Mr. L. R. Andrewes, Assistant 
Crown Solicitor, conducted the case 
for the prosecution, whilst Mr. Hin- 
shing Lo (instructed by Mr. J. T. 
Prior), appeared for the alleged 
fugitive. 

Lo Kam-shu, whom Mr. Andrewes 
‘described as one of ‘the kidnapped 
persons, gave . evidence. He said 
that he was a farmer in Shekmakok 
village; Tzekam. district, -Chinese 
territory. - 

Asked why he was-in Hong Kong, 
“Ip Tim kidtap- 
ped me ‘some time ago, and I was 
eventally released on payment of 
ransom money.” 

Three Years Ago 

Witness’ added that the man in 
the dock was ,Ip Tim. . The, kid- 
napping occurred. on May 4, ‘1926. 
At about 10 am., on that day, be- 
tween 70 and 80 men, led by the 
fugitive, raided .Shekmakok “and 
plundered his’ home besides many 
others. The fugitive gave instrue- 
tions: to the wang to do the 
plundering. 

Over ten men, led by the fugitive, 
éame into his house, and the latter 
directed the man to ransack the 
place. They stole money worth 
$300 in notes and silver, clothing 
worth $150, some pewter ware 
worth 850, jewellery worth $150, 
and two large bullocks worth $200.

This igs not the first time that the 
Chinese have taken action against ° 
the Soviets operating in China 
under’ the cloak of diplomatic or 
consular duties, There was that 
notorious instance in Peking—prior 
to the advent of the Nationalists— 
which resulted in the Soviet Ambas-. 
sador being recalled; the raid on 
the Russian Consulate in Canton 
after the ‘Red reign of terror in 
Canton in December, 1927; and the 
expulsion of the Soviet generally 
by mandate of the National Govern- 
ment. 

, Events in Harbin on: the after- 
noon of May 27 were in some ways 
similar to those in “London in the 
famous “Arcos” raid in London on 
May 12, 1927, 

Firemen Break In 

It appears, says Reuter, that a 
hundred Chinese Police and a num- 
ber of firemen carried* out the 
orders of the local Government ' 
while a secret meeting of members: 
of the Third Internationale was 
being held in the basement of the 
Consulate. 

The doors were securely fasten- 
ed and the firemen had to break in; 
as the result of which a number of . 
documents were being burned at 
the time the Police entered. 

There was confusion while the 
Police -were arresting all present 
and the firemen were putting. out 
the flames. 

Three Women Rounded Up 
Eventually 45 persons were ar- 

vested. These were taken away to- 
gether with a truckload of docu- 
ments. 

Thoge arrested include the Rus- 
sian Consul-General at Har- 
bin, the Russian, Consul at 
Mukden (the capital of Man- 
churia) and three women. 
Subsequently the Police issued a 

statement to the effect that the raid 
was carried out on suepicion that 
a secret meeting of the Third In- 
ternationale was being held. The 
statement also declares that arms 
and opium were discovered in the 
Consulate. _ 
“Inspired by Nanking” 

It is believed in Harbin that the 
raid was inspired, Reuter adde, by , 
the National Government in Nan- ‘ 
king, in an endeavour to discover 
something to throw light on the 
connections between General Feng 
Yo-hsiang (the “Christian Gen- 
eral”) and the Soviet. 

The Soviet Consulate at Pogra- 
nichnalia, whith is between 
Harbin and Vladivostok, is reported 
to have been similarly raided.

BRITISH INVESTIGATOR’S yISIT 
TO THE EAST 


JAPAN’S ‘POSITION 


London, Yesterday. 

Mr. Arnold Pearse, General Secré- 
tary of the International Federation 
ot Master Cotton Spinners’ and 
Manufacturers’. Associations, has re- 
turned from an extensive investiga- 
tion of the cotton industry in .China 
and Japan. : 

He . attributes Japanese pre-emin- 
ence in the cotton world firstly, to 
the -group instinct, which is generat- 
ed by the family system; | secondly, 
speculation, | which permeates all 
classes.. He says that reserves built 
up from war time’ profits, amounting 
to nearly £7,000,000, for each com- 
bine, have enabled the Japanese to 
extend their home mills and build 
others in China, where one-third of 
the total spindles are Japanese. 

The third cause of prosperity is. or- 
ganisation; namely, four mill ¢om- 
Hines control 61 per cent. of the 
whole industry, then three large cot- 
ton-buying firms have cut out all in- 
termediaries - between , themselves and 
the wholesaler in China and India.” 

On the contrary, the European em- 
ploys compradores, therefore Euro- 
pean gonds are 4% per cent, dearer 
than the Japanese. 

Labour likewise is cheaper. 

Mr. Pearse considers that Japan 
has reached the saturation point par- 
i v in China, but they are op- 
timistic, and will not stop building.— 
Reuter. y

DEVELOPMENT SCHEMES 
IN 


INDIA 


BRITISH FIRM'S ENTERPRISE 


Messrs. Braithwaite & Co. struc- 
tural steel engineers of West Brom- 
which, who have works in India, re- 
cently: found: it necessary to carry 
out extensive electrical conversion 
schemes at both their Bombay and 
Calcutta works. : 

The original power station at 
Mulund, Bombay, consisted of three 
Belliss & Morcom reciprocating .en- 
gine sets driving Crompton .genera- 
tors of a total output of 600 kw, 
and for economic reasons, three 
G.E.C, rotary converters of a total 
output of 750 kw; have now been in- 
stalled in their place. a 

The generation scheme is somewhat 
unique. A three-phase, 50-cycle, 
22,000-volt supply is taken from the 
Tata Hydro-Electric Power Co. by 
means of duplicate, but independent, 
overhead lines} the lines are duplicat- 
ed for the reason of ensuring con- 
tinuity of supply should a serious 
fault develop on one set of lines. 
Bach ne is protected by electrolitic 
lighting . arrestor gear of the 
aluminium cone type, and controlled 
by a 100-ampere, 22,000-volt G.E.C. 
oil-immersed cireuit breaker having a 
rupturing capacity of 250,000 k.v.a. 
and incorporating ‘the usual- three- 
phase overload and no-volt protection. 
The lines are. paralleled on to com- 
mon busbars by means of  thesc 
switches.~Normally only: one line is 
in service, and the arrangement en- 
ables the supply. lines to be changed 
over without interruption of service. 
Three similar oi circuit breakers for 
controlling the three rotaries are con- 
nected to these common busbars. 

‘All E.H.T, work is carried out: in 
bare copper rod supported on 22,000 
volt porcelain insulators, and the 
whole is effectively screened off by 
steel lattice work. 

Three. 22,000/370 volt G.E.C. trans- 
formers (two 330 k.v.a. and one 165 
k.v.a.) are located in a lean-to Build- 
ing, and supply current to three 
GEC. tap. starting roller bearing 
rotary converters running at 1,500 
r.p.m. The rotaries are of standard 
construction, and three G.E.C. rotary 
control panels complete the equip- 
ment. 

All L.-T. cables were supplied by 
Messrs. Pirelli-General Cable Works, 
Ltd., Southampton, one of the asso- 
ciated works of the G.F.C., and these 


were laid in keyfibre conduit and the 
conduit concreted in solid.‘ ° 
The installation was carried out in 
the existing power-house, and the 
whole scheme was comrleted and run- 
ning within six months, whieh in- 
cludes the dismantling of the steam 
sets. The performance of the entire 
plant is highly satisfactory, and a 
considerable saving to consumers in 
power costs has been effected. 7 
A further installation is at present 
being carried out at Messrs. 
Braithwaite’s Calcutta Works, ‘This 
consists of two kw. G.E.C. rotary con- 
verters together with transformers 
and the + attendant switchgear. In 
this case power is taken at three 
phase, 50 cycle, 6,600 volts, from the 
Calcutta Electric Supply Corporation.

The most perishable traffic carried 
on the Canadian National Railways, 
says the express department of the 
system, is that of cut flowers. Ina 
country of such varying temperatures 
as Canada an extreme degree of care 
must be exercised to preserve fragile 
blossome from destruction. 

The difficulty is increased by the 
fact that the consignees of many 
packages of cut flowers are farmers' 
wives out on the bleak prairies. 
People in the city or even in the | 
towns, it is pointed out, seldom have 
to rely upon a railway. for the de- 
livery of fresh cut flowers. . 

_ After the flowers have been car- 
ried out from Winnipeg or from some 
other prairie centre and carefully in- 
sulated from extreme ‘heat or cold 
while they are in the express car, 
they often have to be left at a way- 
side station until called for, or pick-

-. SEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING 


Distinguished ‘Foreign Visitors Present 


Se cenianencas: 


_ Shanghai, May 24, , the Council is that of.revision of 


The Rev... T. Cc. Bau, 
chairman of | the’ National 
Christian . Council (of China, 
called the Council to order in its 
seventh annual pb at Hang- 
chow Christian Council, Hang- 
chow, on May 18. In. all about 
110 delegates were present at the 
first meeting; about 130 being.the 
full attendance. Most of : thé 
delegates left Shanghai on the 
express on Saturday, May 18, tra- 
velling together in picnic fashion 
in a third class car. From the 


| station at Hangchow they were,‘ 
taken by bus around the new lake 


road to the College. © 

A number of  digtinguished 
visitors are present, among whom 
are Dr. Kozaki, a member of the 
Congregational Church and the 
National Christian Council of: 
Japan, and the Rev. William 
Axling, Secretary of that Coun- 
ceil. Both have come as fraternal 
delegates from the Japan Nation- 
al Christian Council to the Na- 
tional Christian Council of China. 
Dr. and Mrs. John R. Mott are 
also present, Dr. Mott being the 


chairman and representative of | 


the . International Missionary 
Council. _ Dr. Gamewell, some 
time Secretary of the China 
Christian Educational Associa- 
tion, is also present. 

Proportion of. Delegations 

The majority of the delgsates 
to the Council’s meeting are 
Chinese. In this meeting 72 per 
cent. of the total. communicant 


Imembership ‘of the Protestant 


churches in China are directly re- 
presented. Missions are in gen- 
eral indirectly represented-in the 
Counci] as a result of action by 
the church bodies in which they 
are connected. The largest group 
of delegates comes from the 
Church of Christ in China, which 
has a membership of 120,000, and 
is composed of Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists: and’ Reformed 
church groups, and the . British 
Baptists. A Baptist group work- 
ing in Kiangsu, Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi,. together with 
Lutheran Church of China, com- 
posed of the members of ten dif- 
ferent churches established by 
as many Lutheran missionary 
societies, have.also sent delegates 
to the Council. The directly re- 
presentative character of the 
Council is due, in the first place, 


tc a decrease in the number of de- 
nominational groups.and an in-} 
crease in the amount of respon- | 


sibility borne directly by Chinese 
churches and Christians, 

At the first meeting matters of 
business were taken up and dis- 
posed of. After the meeting the 
pastors of Hangchow welcomed 
the Council, closing their wel- 
come with generous refreshments. 

Address by Dr. Mott 

On Sunday at 7 am., Holy 
Communion was administered by 
Bishop Lindel Tsen. In the morn- 
ing service at 10 o’clock, Dr. 
John R.” Mott spoke on various 
urgent needs and challenges now 
facing Christianity in China. 
These. needs are a clear and 
authentic message, the augmenta- 
tion of Christian leadership, the 
liberation of a vastly greater lay 
foree, the setting up of a 
triumphal Christian unity, the 
preparation of an adequate apolo- 
getic, and the interpretation and 
demonstration of the missionary 
enterprise as one of sharing. Dr. 
Mott felt that lack of Chinese 
leadership in the Christian move- 
ment confronts it with one of its 
greatest dangers. 

Five Conferences. 

The meeting of the Council was 
preceded by five conferences, all 
bearing on its work. . Four of 
these were genera] and were held 
at Canton, Shanghai, Wuchang 
and Peking. In addition, a one. 
day conference on Christian 
literature convened at Shanghai, 
and 2 short conference took place 
at! Mukden. At several of. these 
conferences Dr. John Mott was 
Present. Out of these confer-. 
ences arose in the main the ques- 
tions to be discussed in ‘this 
annual meeting. of the Council. 
The Coureil is thus divided. info 
five Commissions _to deal with 
the following topics:. Evangelism,- 
Leadership,’ Religious Education; 
Relations of Younger’ and Olde 


Churches, and Christian Litera- , 


ture. At its meeting on Monday 
morning, the ‘Council appointed 
these Commissions and attended 
to some. routine business, 

-The Constitution” 
. Another topic of, considerable: 
importance to ..be considered - by. 


the ; 


the constitution, on which a 
‘speqial committee has béen work- 
ing for two years. In the accept- 
ance of this new constitution, the 
Council will approve formally of 
the directly representative basis 
on which it now is based. - 

. After the delegation of these 
topics, the various Commissions 
met, and the rest.of Monday was 
utilised by. them for discussion 
thereof. : ati 

The site and surroundings’ of 
the Council are most beautiful. 
To those who live in Shanghai, 
tfie call of the “whip-poor-will” is 
a welcome substitute for the 
sereech of the motor bus and the 
placid appearance of the river. 
flowing by the front of the col- 
lege compound is a welcome re- 
lief from twisted streets and the 
roar of traiYic. | However, dele- 
gates from Shanghai may feel 
quite at home, inasmuch as this 
morning (Tuesday) early, bandits 
shot and killed a man on the edge 
p of the college campus: the ban- 

dits fortunately being caught 
with the pistols on them. 

The fact that this Council is 
directly representative of Chin- 
ese Churches should make it a 
means of discovering the mind of 
the Chinese churches in a fuller 
way than has been possible at ‘any 
previous meeting of the Council. 

Relation of Churches 

At the meeting of. the full 
Council ‘last. evening, the report 
1 of the Commission on the Rela- 
tion. of Older’ and Younger 
Churches was presented. This 
was a subject needing careful con- 
sideration and wise decision, espe- 
‘cially at this crucial time 
in the history of Christian work, 
when the position ranges 
throughout China from’ entire 
missionary control, through joint 
administration by missionary and 
Chinese churches, to the complete 
autonomy, guthority—and direc- 
tion of Chinese church assem- 
blies, mission staff being but ad- 
visory. The latter: is obviously 
the ultimate hope and aim of 
missionary work—that they (the 
! Chinese) should increase in res- 
: ponsibility and authority, 
that we (the missionaries) 
should decrease. But in this tran- 
sition stage the situation has 
many delicate features, and this 
will continte pending the increas- 
ed ability of the Chinese churches 
to support their own institutions 
and to release, for purely evan- 
gelistic and missionary work, aid 
now coming from the West, 

‘In these difficult waters the 
Commission steered its course 
well, and its sane and wise coun- 
sels were, with little revision, ac- 
cepted by the Council. 

: Christianising China 

At the early devotional service 
this morning the Rev. P. F. Price, 
D.D., of Nanking, spoke impres- 
sively on the need for all to be 
“vessels meet for the Master’s 
use” in the great work of Chris- 
tianising China. In this session a 
newly drawn Chinese draft of the 
revised constitution of the Na- 
tional, Christian council was pre- 
sented and read, but was held 
over for later discussjon in detail. 
| The Council then received the 
, report of the Commission on 
Christian workers. This was in- 
troduced by the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Lindel Tsen, of the Anglican 
Church. The report emphasised 
the great need for - enlightened, 
cultured and inspired Christian 
leaders to meet the call of China 


necessity of awakening young 
students in our schools and col- 
leges to the opportunity of service 
; and sacrifice for the work of up- 
lifting China by means of the 
Christian Evangel. The session 
closed without having completed 
the consideration of this report, 
} which will be resumed. later. 
An Amusing Incident 
At the afternoon session the 
Counci] went into. committee’ 
upon the revised constitution, and 
this was considered paragraph by 
Paragraph. There was. animated 


‘the wonderful powers of the very 
expert.interpreters were taxed to 
the utmost. An amusing incident 
occurred in the course of the de- 

ate: A Chinese speaker having 

ddressed the Council in Chinese. 
Dr. C. P, Wang, who—was- inter- 
preting, rose and got well start- 


by.the joyous laughter, of the 
whole assembly... This decidedly 
ventilated the heated atmosphere. 

It had been proposed that entry’ 
into Council membership - of 
churches not already represented 
should be only. by the vote of the 
annual meeting. As the general

Co-opted Members of Council 

There was a long and heated 
discussion upon the desirability of 
admitting co-opted members of 
the Council to the extent of 15. 
per cent. of its total membership; 
and it appeared for a time as if 
there was a strong feeling against 
any co-option, On this subject 
Dr. T. C. Chao and Miss Tseng’ 


spoke very effectively. Evidently | 


the . speeches in favour of co- 
option swept away opposition and 
the principle, which is embodied 
in the proposed constitution, was 
adopted by an over-whelmingly 
favourable vote. 

The ‘Council will proceed later 
‘to the further consideration of 
the revised constitution. The last 
business of the afternoon session 
was to pass an important resolu- 
tion submitted by the Business 
Committee that in the next ses- 
sion of the National Christian 
Councit; and in all its committee 
meetings, all minutes, reports 
and doguments shall yse Chinese 
as their official language, English 
being used for purposes of inter- 
pretation. Also that all bodies 
electing delegates to the Council 
be requested’ as a general rule to 
select those who can use and un- 
derstand Chinese.—Contributed.

HARBOUR MASTERS AS SHIP'S 
“NURSES” 


ADMIRALTY COURT ACTION 


To what extent harbour masters are 
invested with the responsibilities - of 
nurses to the ships, on their berths 
that take the ground, when the’ tide 
gocs out Was discussed by Mr. Justice 
Hill, in the Admiralty Court, in the 
case of the “Baltic,” a 
which suffered at Sutton’s 
Sutton’s Pool, Plymouth. — 

The Sutton, Harbour Improvement 
Co, was sued for damages for put- 
ting the “Baltic” on an improper 
berth. She way both strained and

damaged, it was said. The authority ; 


denied that the berth was unsuitable 
or that they or their. servants were 
negiigent, and said that jf there was 
fault, it was in_ the ship or in her 
cuptain, “says the “Journal of Com- 
merece.” 
For the 
“Baltic” 


the schooner 
appeared Mr. George 
Langton, K.C, and Mr. Geoffrey 
Hutchinson, instructed by «Mr. F. 
Carlile Davis, of Plymouth; and for 
the authority Mr. Norman Raeburn, 
K.C., and Mr. H.-C. S. Dumas, in- 
streeied by Messrs. Wolferstan, Snell 
and Turner,. Plymouth. 

Mr, Justice Hill said there were 
two sets of damage-hogging of the 
keel, a head of damage which stood 
by itself, and various damage due to 
falling over when the tide lefts her, 
His Lordship went on:—I find in the 
reports damages to false keel, 
lower braces, stanchions, damage to 
waist - and dock, and part, 
at any . rate of the . deck 
damage is mentioned; it ig said other 
parts of the deck coaming were con- 
nected with ‘the hogging. We have, 
therefore, damage connected possibly 
with falling over, and damage pas- 
sibly due to hogging, and possibly 
some deck damages connected with 
the hogging.. With regard to the 
hogging, the ‘parties are at one, be- 
cause, according to the plaintiffs’ evi- 
dence, there was no hogging that 
was important, since three or four 
inches is completely negligible: : 


< No Evidence of Hogging 

In my view there -is no evidence 
at all that the hogging arose on this 
berth. . At one time ¢ the ship was 
damaged and was put into drydock, 
but was taken out again when it was 
found. that she had lost the greater 
patt of her false keel, and then she 
was put back again on the blocks. 
Whilst in drydock a hogging of ‘seven 
inches was observed, but that drop- 
ped to two or three inches. Now, to 
my mind, it is just as’ likely that 
that that seven inches of hogging 
took place in drydock as in the berth, 
and the evidence given by Mr. 
Hambling that whilst she was still 
supported she had @ hogging of 
three inches and mol seven inches 
meant that the evidence called by the 


owners of 


plaintiffs of a seven inches hog was | 


to that effect was 
purely temporary, und when it had 
yecovered to three inches they at- 
tached no importance at all to it 
There is this to be said in favour 
of its being consequential, or having 
developed lon before the time in 
question. One 0 the witnesses cull- 
ed for the plaintiff the gentleman at- 
tending to the repairs, said that it 
could not have been done by the ship 
coming down on the bloeks with part 
of her false keel missing, because in 
the way of the hogging the false 
keel was not missing and was not 
crushed. If that is sound argument 
ng to the dock it is equally : sound 
argument as to the berth, and shows 
that it was a matter that had oceur- 
red long before. At any rate, it left 
the matter in this way, that the 
chip, before repairs, had a hog over 
a certain lJength . of her which was 
negligible, and no evidence Was 
brought to show how it occurred, 
and on that claim the plaintiffs fail. 
With regard to the deck -repalrs, 
the evidence of the plaintiffs showed 
no signs of a setback, and Mr. 
Hambling ulso said he saw no signs 
before she entered into dry dock of 
deck damage. It is to evidence of 
deck damage, the result of hogging 
carried upwards to whien I refer, 
and there was no evidence that the 
deck damage was done otherwise 
than by the falling over. 
this, that the “Baltic,” whilst lying 
at her berth, when the tide left her, 
fell over, and she was. thereby dam- 
aged. In substance, that is what the 
master of the “Baltic,” in’ crass-ex- 
amination, said—that the damage was 
due to falling over. Very possibly,

to some -little extent, the damage 
must have been aggravated as the 
«water left her again with her dam- 
aged false keel, the damage to which 
had heen done when she fell over. 

The master also spoke of hearing 
the smashing of timber. on the occa: 
sion when the false keel was damag- 
ed, and, though he did not see it, 
he. heard it, just previous to the fall- 
ing over. There was a suggestion by 
the defendants that some of the 
false keel had been lost before. At 
any tate, 75 per cent. had been Jost 
when she got into dack,.and some had 
been picked up by a. tug, when float. 
ing away, -but I am not concerned 
with that, 

The falling over was the first cause 
of certain of the damage, and the 
next question is whether the falling 
over was due: to a breach of duty 
on the: part: of the, defendants. It is 
proved in evidence on, both sides that 
the berth is, a. very good berth for 
stenmers, ‘trawlers, and some other 
tynes of vessels, and is eonstantly 
used by steamers, and ‘had been used 
by other. ships. The soft wood ships 
of the Baltie type from the “Baltic” 
do not usually use it, and there is 
quite sufficient reason for that. 
Bayley’s Wharf, where they usually 
Ite, is adjacent .to the place where 
timber is discharged and stored. It 
is said by the plaintiffs that though 
apparently this is ‘a good berth for 
steamers and other vessels, it is not 
a good berth for any ki d of ship. 


Needed a Good List 


It has become quite clear from the 
evidence of the plaintiff and the de- 
fendants that for a ship with a flat 
bottom to lie in that berth it is es- 
sential that, the ship should be pro- 
perly. listed to the quay. I dare say 
it is necessary lor all ships to have 
‘a slight list, but for a ship like ‘the 
“Baltic” it is essential that she 
should have a proper -tist to the 
quay, and it is admitted that the 
harbour master, before the “Baltic” 
was moored to Sutton’s Wharf, told 
the master. of the ‘Baltic’ that he 
needed. a good list. 

The’ evidence of the 
that a list of 3 degrees was a proper 
list for such a ship as. the “Baltic,” 
and the. defendants said 2% degrees 
was the minimum of safety. You 
could not have much more than that 
or you might crush her bulwarks 
against the wharf.’ But somewhere 
about 214 and 3 degrees according to 
both sides is a proper list for such a 
ship. Now, the master of the 
“Baltic” said he gave a list of about B 
inches, He had previously-about half 
that, and he said he doubted it when 
he went to Sutton’s Wharf. By that, 
he explained several times, that he 
trimmed. the ship so that there 
was eight inches more freeboard on 
the port side than on the starboard 
side. At first there was some 
ambiguity . about. the matter in my 
mind, but \it became clear in cross- 
examination and re-examination, and | 
what was quite clear was that—there 
were eight inches more freeboard on 
the port than the starboard side, and 
hd was what he called a good 
ist. 

The Elder Brethren have worked 
that oat on the tables and ascertain- 
ed what that is in degrees, and the re- 
sult is that what the master called 
8 inches difference in the  ship’s 
freeboard trimmed as the master 
szid she was at the wharf means that 
the “Baltie’ had a list of little more 
than 1 degree, instead of 2% or 3 
degrees, as i: essential. With such a 


plaintift’ is 


1 list she was very short-ot being safe, 


and she fell over. 

Taking these facts into considera- 
tion, it seems highly probable she fell 
over because of the artificial keel, 
and that explanation is the only 
possible one that holds the field. 
The plaintiffs cannot point to any- 
thing else that could have caused the 
damage, and have not proved that 
anything otherwise existed. Mr. 
Huish imagined something hard in 
the bottom of the berth, and a coil 
of rope was subsequently discovered. 
Tt was suggested there was an exten- 
sion of a hard bank, but there was 
evidence of anything to support such 
sn explanation, and nothing except 
the rope. Captain Jones thought a 
title was caused from rock at the 
Eottom, but it is now conceded that 
there never was a rock at all, and I 
repeat that the only explanation of 
the fall outwards which holds the field 
is insufficient Jist. 

Who is to blame for the insufficient 
list 2. I have to consider the matter 
of whether there was anything said 
to mislead the master. Apart from 
him there is ro one to consider what 
list should be given the ship. The 
harbour master ‘warned him he must 
have a good list, a greater list than 
at Bayley’s Wharf. The harbour 


| master. docs. not know the lines of the 


ship, or how she would be affected by 


‘| give her a good list, 
the ‘ship’s master ‘to see that that is}, 


the shifting of so much cargo, and 
it would be improper for him to 
interfere, in..such details. But the 
master of the ship does know how 
his ship would be affected by: the 
movement of-cargo, and he alone has 
power to direct his men to carry Out 
the work. The master -complained 
that the harbour master ought to 


j-stand. by and say “mind. you give her 


a gopd list,” and say. “you have nob 
got emough,” or “now you are right.” 

I think that is well apart from his 
duties. : He has done his. duty*,when 
he has warned the ship’s master, to 
and left it to 


done:.. At 9° o'clock at night before 
the ship fell over the harbour’ master 
noticed. she had not got the necessary 
list; and it is said he scught to have 
interfered. I do not see the duty to 
interfere, but a sufficient answer to 
that is that-it may well be. that. the 
water had so far: receded that it 
‘wonld be ‘a ‘hazardous. thing, the. con- 
sequences of which ‘he could- not 
foresee, to. begin to tinker with the 
ship, In ‘my view it is not the duty 
of harbour masters to act as nurses 
to- ships, They must give a berth to 
a ship master, and warm him if neces- 
(sary, and they must. take reasonable

When the master of the 
“Baltic? was told he ought to give the 
ship: more list than. at the Bayley’s 
Wharf he must have had conveyed to 
his mind that there was less support 
for his vessel at Sutton’s Wharf than 
at Bayley's. That ig to.say, that he 
enuld not rely on. finding the same 
sort of material that his.ship had 
settled down. on there. i 

I find, on the discussion as to the 
relative character of * Bayley's and 
Suatton’s Wharves, that the master {' 
was told that there was not only less 
water, but less miud sat Sutton's 
Wharf, and at the same time he was 
told “You will have to give her a 
good list.” . Mr. Mabley said he’ was 
told there was 18 inches-or 2 feet of 
mud, : The master’: did not say s0. 
What he said was, that he was told 
that it was the same .kind as 
Bayiey’s but with a little less water. 
It is only a question of degree, in my 
view. ° There was soft material in 
this berth a3 at Bayley’s but not so 
much. There was soft: material at 
Bayley's into which the false keel of 
the “Baltic” could sink. “At this 
berth at Sutton’s Wharf it was not of 
the same softness because, although 
the keel did sink in, as was shown by 
the evidence of the diver, it was not 
the same soft materia) as at the other 
whurves. 

s Was, Master Misled ? 

Was the master misled . by these 
statements so that he did not do 
what was necessary ?° Every state- 
ment, according to his version “and 
according to the version ‘of the de- 
fendants, was coupled with the warn- 
ing “you must give a better list” or 
“a. good list,” so that there Ww: 
nothing that misled the master fn 
this respect. That proves that the 
failure to give a list, which T have 
found necessary; was a failure of the 
master. and was negligence con- 
tributing to this. collision, and I do 
not find it necessary, therefore, to go 
into details as‘to all the “evidence 
with ‘regard to this berth. As I 
have already, pointed’ out, everybody 
agreed that, except for a ship of this 
character, it was a very’ good berth. 
I am not sure it was a bad berth for 
this particular ship, but I do not 
feel called upon to investigate that 
matter when [I have already reached 
a point upon which the plaintiffs 
must fail in this, action. . At any 
rate, without further detailed .in- 
vestigation. I have come to the 
conclusion that if properly Jisted it 
is ‘highly probable that “nothing! 
would .have happened, and.no harm 
would have been done, whereas when 
improperly listed that something 
should happen became exceedingly 
probable, In the circumstances I dis- 
miss the action with costs, 

Judgment was entered accordingly.

SEA WATER CURE 


SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS 
_IN. GUAM 7 


FOR TREE PESTS 


"_Washington.—The experimental use 
of sex water in combatting insect 
pests and the diseases of coconut 
palm trees is reported by the Guam 
Agricultural Experiment Station in a 
icommrunication to the Department. of 
Agriculture. Sea water. was found 
to be effective in destroying insects 
which congregated in the folds of 
young, unopored leaves *and around 
African oil palms in- 
fested with mealy bugs were treated 
with threc applicstions of five gal- 
Jonas each daily for.ten days, which 
had the effect of ridding the palms 
of the bugs and arresting the. pro- 
gress: of decay, The ground ground 
coconut palms affected with the dis- 
ease known. as “fire “blight” was 
treated with a wet salt solution of 
the same concentration as sea. water, 
and the palms recovered. 

“The salt water is thought to have 
a tonie effect which speeds up the 
growth to the point where the crown 
shoot grows faster than the’ bacterial 
infection can progres3," said the r 


port of the government entomologist,

The Guam scientist also reports 
complete control of the coconut-scale 
by the introduction of the lady-bird 
beetles (Lindoruslopanthe). A calony 
of these beetles has been shipped 
from’ Guam to the Fiji Islands -to 
combat the scale in the coconut palms 
there. The Guam station also ‘has 
experimented on- the use of coconut 
meal ‘as food for horses and pigs,

SHIPBUILDING 


CAMMELL LAIRD CHAIRMAN’S 
VIEW OF THE FUTURE 


Mr. W. L. Hichens, presiding at the 
annual meeting of Messrs. Cammell, 
Laird and Co., Ltd, in Sheftield, said 
he had often seen statements that 
some day or other Cammell Laird 
would have to reconstruct.. At the 
moment the company stood in no need 
of finanéial reconstruction. . [t- would 
gain nothing thereby and might be 
prejudiced when prosperous days. re- 
turned. 

“In any view,” he added,-“an im- 
portant step has-been taken toward 
carriage industry on. sound lines, and 
if rationalisation, which ‘has made a 
good start, is pursued vigorously, I 
think we may safely anticipate a re- 
turn to prosperity in those industries. 

“Prosperity will not come at once. 
Reorganisation on a large scale takes 
a long time to carry out, and it must 
necessarily be some years before. the 
full benefits are enjoyed. In the ship- 
building industry last year prices were 
more keenly cut than ever. The plain 
fact is that there were 
shipbuilding firms in existence, and 
there was no reasonable. ground for 
hoping that they would all be fully em- 
ployed in the near future, or, indeed, 
ever.” 

“The problem could hest he ‘solved 
by collective action on the part of the 
shipbuilders, but they did not at pre- 
sent appear to be disposed to take the 
necessary steps.’””

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WATER SHORTAGE PROBLEM 
Present Restri¢tion Measures. Opposed - 
PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS — 


In view of the fact that the water shortage is dajly becoming | 


oan i 


more acute, Mr. M. K, Lo, the newly clected member of the Sanitary 

Board, made a few practical suggestions on this problem to the 

Board yesterday afternoon at its fortnightly meeting. : 
In’a long speech, Mr. Lo illustrated the present plight of the 


general public. 


The Hon. Mr. J. P. Braga seconded the motion. 


Mr. M. K. Lo, in moving the res- 
triction, said:—I understand it has 
been ruled that the question of 
water supply as such is outside the 
jurisdiction ‘of Lhis Board. But-1 
submit that the Board, as the yuar- 
dian of public health in Hong Kong, 
should be entitled to make any re- 
commendation it thinks fit to the 
Government in regard to any mat- 
ter affecting public health, inglud- 
ing the question of water supply. 
In support of this contention ] need 
only refer to the heading to Part 2 
of the Public Health and Buildings 
Ordinance, 1903, and tae powers of 
the Board under Section 16. 

As regards the first part‘of the 
motion I propose to deal with the 
question as to what is a reasonable 
standard as reyards water supply 
from the point of view of .public 
health, 

In August, 1992, a petition was 
presented to the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies by the Chinese in- 
habitunts, on the Water Works Or- 
dinance, 1902, and I beg to quote 
the following paragraphs fram the 
petition as being relevant to this 
question :— 

“Vk, That as ‘to the value -placed 
by the Sanitary ities i 
Jand on can adequate | water supply 
being connected with every. house it 
may not be out of place to refer 
here to Sectivn 48 of the ‘Act of 
Parliament entitied “An Act to con- 
solidute and amend the Laws relating 
to Public Health in Londyn” 54 and 
55 Vic.

Further Restrictions 

So far my remarks have been 
directed ‘to the restrictive system in 
force up to yesterday. To-day 
begins a further stage of restric. 
tion, the mains: being turned off 
except from 6 to 10 a.m., and 8 to 6 
pm, I understand that a street 
hydrant usually fills only about 60 
tins in one hour, and I fear many 
an unfortunate family will. havé to 
wait for, and hope for the best 
from, the afternoon ration for the 
netessary water to couk the morn. 
ing ‘meal, 

I might here ‘inform the Board 
that the Tung Wah Hospital is now 
literally overcrowded; on May 25, 
52° patients, and ‘on May 27, 
50 patients, were admitted 
to the Hospital. These firures 
were equalled only on one previous 
day this year, namely, on 
March 28: otherwise the aver- 
age . daily, admissions amounted 
roughly to about 30. I sincerely 
hope that these figures are merely 
accidental and not symptomatic of 
the result of the péop!e’s reaction 
to the lack of an adequate water 
supply, . 

If it were humanly impossible, in 
the existing circumstances, to, ame- 
liorate this regrettable stxte of 
affairs, 1 realise it would be futile 
for me to initiate ‘this discussion, 
But in spite of the careful consi- 
deration this question has already 
received, I do feel’ that something 
further might still be done if every 
avenue were once agaia thoroughly 
explored. And this brings me to 
the second purt of my motion. 

A Few Suggestions 

I feel that I have myself not auf- 
ficient data to offer any de. 
cided views as to improving the 
existing system. But may I ven- 
ture a few tentative suggestions? 

To my mind the position would 
be much eased if, apart from the 
supply from. the mains for potable 
purposes, another available supply

Thege 
vehicles could yo round to the 
various streets systematically and 
supply houses with water for wash- 
ing purposes. In each of the prin- 
cipal streets, on the top of the gra- 
dient, cisterns might be made with 
brick and cement with cement coat- 
ing, say 3 fect high, 6 feet wide and 
20 feet long, and divided into two 
compartments (the size to vary with 
the size of the street), and into 
these cisterns the water carts could 
empty their supply. 

Tenants of the houses could then 
wash their clothes in the cistern, 
using one section for washing, and 
the other for rinsing Purposes, 
Some antiseptic ingredient could be 
put in. At the end of every day 
the cisterns could be emptied, and 
the waste water could be utilised 
for cleaning the streets. It must 


be remembered that now and during 
the summer months much of the 
nullah water would run'to waste if 
the Same were not utilised. The 
situation is serious enough to justi- 
fy any “obstruction” that could be 
caused, and the cisterns could be 
easily dismantled when the condi- 
tions return to normal. 
System Unsatisfactory.

Duty of the Government 

The alarming shortage of water 
is known and appreciated. But I 
submit that it is the bounden duty 
of the Government, regardless of 
expense, to do everything humanly 
possible to insure a sufficient-sup- 
ply for bare human necessities. I 
say with a due sense of responsibili- 
ty that, in the rider main 
districts, the people are unable to 
get a supply adequate even accord- 
ing to this lowest possible standard. 
If necessary, the Government 
should charter steamers, launches 
and junks for conveyance of water 
to Hong Kong from available 
sources outside Hong Kong. Asa 
member of the public, I can assure 
the Government that the people wil] 
be prepared to foot the bill. 

In the hope that something might 
be done as the outcome of the dis- 
cussion to-day, and that some small! 
measure of relief might be afforded 
to.a long-suffering and deserving 
part of the public, I beg formally

COMMENT ON MR. LLOYD 
GEORGE'S PANACEA - 


“WILD AND ILL-INFORMED” - 
*. Two members of the Cabinet, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain (Minister of 
Health) and Colonel Wilfrid Ashley 
(Minister of Transport) replied to 
Mr. Lloyd George’s recent speech, 
in which he undertook to find a so- 
lution. of the unemployment pro- 


blem. . 

|. Colonel Ashley, . speaking. at’ 
Blandford, Dorset, referred te Mr. 
George’s statement . that 
“nothing has been done-on the na- 
tional! system of trunk roads since 
the beginning of the’ nineteenth 
century.” Such a statement, -he 
felt, could orily be due to an ignor- 
ance of: facts so amazing that one 
could not Help thinking that it was 
}deliberate: -- ae aa 


Mr, Lloyd George, he proceeded, 
was apparently ignorant of what 
was going on even in his own coun- 
ty of Carnarvon, where the modern- 
isation of the Holyhead road had re- 
moved many dangers and had cer- 
tainly doubled. the facilities for 


traffic, ~ : 

Colonel Ashley pointed out that 
the net payments ‘from the Road 
Fund for highway purposes had 
risen from £5,000,000 in 1920-21 to 


‘| about $29,000,000. for the financial 


year now drawing to a close. The 
ordinary maintenance grants to- 
wards, Class 1 and Class 2 roads 
now amounted to about £10,000,000 
per annum, and next year, owing to 
the increases in the rates of assist- 
ance recently announced, they 
would amount to some £12,000,000. 

Since 1920 ~ successive  ‘pro- 
xrammes of road and bridge works 
had been expédited for the relief of 
unemployment. -These represented 
an expenditure of some £57,000,000, 
towards which contributions 
amounting to .about £37,000,000 
would have been made from na- 
‘tional funds. Out of the toial of 
457,000,000 no less than £26,0¢0,000 
had been spent since 1924 and 
£13,000,000 still. remained to be 
spent, - 


Grants for Road Improvement 


Quite apart, he said, from these 
special programmes grants had 
been made from the Road Fund to 
‘the reconstruction, widening, diver- 
sion and improvement of classified 
roads. During the last four years 
the expenditure on such schemes 
had been ~£18,000,000-—and the- 


“| grants towards them had amounted 


to £8,600,000.

Spe- 
cial sums had also been allo- 
cated recently for the reconstrue-

This record was in itself a suffi- 


cient answer to Mr. Lloyd 
George’s. charge, but in addition 
the Government had found ‘it pos- 
sible to give substantial help to- 
wards rural roads. To this end 
they had made available during the 
past four years practically £10,- 
500,000,, for the maintenance and 
improvement of rural roads. 

Colonel Ashley also referred to 
the heavy commitments which had 
been entered into by the Road Fund 
in connection with the schemes 
recommended by the Royal Commis- 
sion on Cross-river Traffic, under 
the chairmanship of Lord Lee. The 
necessary expenditure, as estimated 
by the Royal Commission, was 
£27,500,000, and subsequent inves- 
tigations had shown that in several 
directions their estimates were on 
the low side. 

He thought that this survey of 
what had been done since 1920, and 
was still being done, was an ade 
quate reply to Mr. Lloyd George’s 
wild and ill-informed spzech.

The litigation which was. com- 
menced yesterday between Ip 
Shui-shan, and Li Lai-chuen and 
the owners of the Ming Sing 
Cinémi#-Eheatré before ‘the Chief 
Justice, Sir Henry Gollan, in the 
Supreme Court, was abruptly con- 
cluded. ; 

The plaintiff, represented by 
Mr. Hin-shing Lo, instructed by 
Mr. F; A, d’Almada ‘claimed that 
defendants had committed a 
breach of the covenant in respect 


of an indenture of land, which he | 


had demised to them for 12 Chin- 
ese years. The defendants were 
alleged to have covenanted not to 
sub-let the’ whole or any portion 
of the land to a third party with. 
out first obtaining the consent of 
the plaintiff in writing. - 
Mr, Eldon Potter, K.C., and Mr, 
Leo d’Almada, jun., appeared for 
the owners of the Ming Sing 
Cinema, on the instructions of 
Hall Brutton & Co. The defence 
was that plaintiff knew all along 
that the defendant, Li Lai-chuen, 
had assigned the property to the 
Ming Sing Cinema, and that the 
‘uilding was erected with his 
knowledge. Plaintiff, -by virtue 
of his knowledge in the matter, 
did not take steps to prevent the 
assignment being executed, .and 
was therefore 
claiming. 
Plaintiff, in the witness’ box, 
while denying knowledge ofthe 


had taken on the lease from Li, 
admitted that he had been. ap- 
proached by a man called Ma Hi 
and Li Lai-chuen with regard to 
2 scheme for the building of a 
cincma theatre. He also admitted 
that he was inclined to aecept 
their proposal. : 

Cross-examined by Mr. Potter, 
plaintiff admitted that he had 
permitted the Ming Sing Cinema 
to put up their sign-board ‘and 
lighting on his (plaintiff’s) own 
wall. He knew that the theatre 
was being -built but he thought 
it was Li’s property. : 

His Lordship. asked Mr. Lo if 
he would like the case to proceed 
further. 

Counsel ' said that he would 


the Court, . 

His Lordship ‘then gave judg- 
ment for the defendants with 
costs and ordered that the docu- 
ments of the plaintiff be im- 
pounded and sent to the Attorney~ 
General to consider whether or 
not the plaintiff should be prose- 
cuted for perjury. 

His Lordship found as a fact 
that the plaintiff had stood by, 
knowing the defendants to be in 
occupation of the lot and also 
knowing that they were spending 
money on the erection of a 
theatre. The plaintiff was, there- 
fore, estopped from claiming. 


A fine of $1000, or four months’ 
hard labour, was this morning im- 
posed by Mr. E. W. ‘Hamilton, at 
the Central Magistracy, on a 
Chinese who was charged with 
the unlawful possession of 28 
taels of raw non-Government 
opium. He was arrested whilst 
coming ashore from the ss, 
“Kwangtung,” the drug. being 
found tied round his legs.
